NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel Corporation, yesterday con- 
firmed reports that subsidiary com- 
panies of the corporation had cut 
prices on certain grades of steel 
products in order to meet. prices 
| quoted by leading independent man- 
| ufacturers. Reductions under the 
| new schedule range from $3 to $10 a 
ton below the schedule announced 


“Our subsidiaries,” he said, “have 
not made any reduction except to 
meet the prices of leading independ- 
ent manufacturers. 

“Prices generally would have 
reached the low point, as many if 
not most of the manufacturers are 
at present selling below the cost of 
production.” 

It was pointed out that the corpo- 
ration was underselling independent 
companies in tin plate, the quotation 
being $5.25 a 100-pound box, against 

$5.50 charged by the independents. 
The July 7 price was $5.75. 

Other articles reduced included: 
| Bars, $1.76, reduced from $1.90; 
| plates, formerly $2, now $1.65; gal- 
| vanized sheets, reduced from $4.50 

to $4.25, and black sheets that for- 
merly sold for $5.75, cut to $6.25.

First Flight Made From Pekin 
Tsinanfu—Chinese Stutients in 
as Pillow. 
By the Associated Press. 

PEKIN, July 2 (Delayed).—-A suc- 
cessful airplane flight from Pekin to 
Tsinanfu in Shantung Province and 
return with mails and passengers, 
marked the inauguration yesterday 
of a regular tri-weekly. postal serv- 
ice between these points. It is 
planned to extend the flights by Aug. 
1 to Shanghai, with stops at Tsinan 
Suchau and Nanking. and to carry 
passengers as well as mails. 

The initial flight on July 1 
Tsinan. 237 miles, was accomplished 
against a head-wird in two hours and 
55 minutes. The return. with wind 
diagonally across the course from be- 
hind, was done in two hours and 30 
minutes. The plane was an Engiish 
commercial type. capable of carry- 
ing 12 passengers in the cabin. On 
invitation by the Aeronautical De- 
partment of the Government, repre- 
sentatives of ‘tthe Associated Press. 
Reuters and Kokusia and two Chi- 
nese newspaper men made the flight 
Other passengers were Col. M. VY. 
Holt, technical adviser to the Aero- 
nautical Department, and L. C. Ar- 
lington, Chinese secretary to the 
Postal Commissioner. 

A corps of Chinese students are in 
training and it is anticipated that 
they eventually will take over the 
business of piloting the big machines. 
For some time to come, however, this 
will be done by foreign experts.

Enrico Caruso is dead. There have 
been and will be other tenors, yet 
for this generation his memory is 
something sacred and apart. It its 
doubtful if the Metropolitan Opera 
House will again echo such golden 
music as made by his throat, that is, 
doubtful in our time. When he first 
came here not two decades ago there 
was a rich fruitness to his tones that 
evoked such disparate images as the 
sound of a French horn and a golden 
autumnal sunset. Always the word 
golden comes to his lips. Golden, 
with a thrilling human fiber. Not the 
finished vocal artist that he devel- 
oped into late, nevertheless, there 
was something indescribably fresh, 
luminous and youthful in the singing 
of the early Caruso. I had heard him 
in London before he sang here, 
which, alas, was to be his last home. 


Veteran as I was I could scarcely 


trust my ears when he poured forth 
a golden stream of music, and with 
effortless art. It needed no critical 
clairvoyancy to predict that a star of 
the first magnitude had arisen in the 
firmament of art. That was in 1902, 
and since then this star grew in 
luster and beauty till the day of his 
death. Caruso had not even then 
achieved ‘his grand artistic climax.

DEAL WILL GO THROUGH 


F. Ps Ernest Jr. Asserts State 
Treasurer’s Firm Will Be Held 


to Contract. 


Edward E. Miller, State Treasurer 
of Illinois and head of the real es- 
tate fem of Bowman & Miller, East 
St. Léuis, yesterday addressed a let- 
ter to Finis P. Ernest Jr., president 
of the East St. Louls Park Board, 
relieving the board of the agreement 
to purchase 62 5-10 acres of land ad- 
joining Jones Park, which the Park 
Board.on July 19 agreed to purchase 
for $2000 an acre 

The real estate firm had obtained 
optio&@ on the ground ranging from 
$750 an acre to $3300 an acre. The 
board at the time agreed to 
purcRhewe from Mrs. Lydia William- 
gon a tract of 19 acres adjoining that 
on which Bowman & Miller had op- 
tion, at $2000 an acre. The board 
also purchased 19 acres on the bluffs 
east of East St. Louls from Harry S. | 
Kranimr, member of the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, for $900 
an acTe. 

Ernest said today the Park Board 
woul hold the Bowman & Miller 
firm t6 its contract. The Park Board 
will meet next Tuesday. 

Resolutions were adopted yester- 
day by the board of 2tors of the 
East St. Louis er of Com- 
merce, saying: 

“The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce hereby give 
ratification to public opinion in dis- 
appreying the VPark Board's nego- 
tiations for any considerable addi- 
tional park area at this time,” and 
asking the board not to carry out 
the negotiations to an actual pur- 
chase, 

Objection to the purchase of the 
three tracts is based on the conten- 
tion that the land is not necessary 
for park purposes. The Park Board. 
has @,tract of 1134 acres, known as 
the Pittsbure Lake bed, which has 
not been improved for park pur- 
poses. The persons and organiza-. 
tions-epposing the purchase of ad- 
ditional ground at this time hold 
that the lake property should be im- 
proved before additional ground is 
purchased. 

Milier, in his communication to 
Ernest, states that the firm's offer 
is wHbdrawn. and that if the board 
etill desires to purchase the land it 
may @o so through condemnation 
proceedings, wherein the price to be 
paid will be fixed by a jury. “As far 
ass Bowman & Miller are concerned, ’ 
said -Aliller, “this transaction is a 
closed: incident, and I do not care 
whether the Park Board takes the 
land ~ condemnation proceedings or 
not.”

A bill before Congress providing for registration of 
aliens is earnestly defended by Secretary of Labor 
Davis. Its purpose is to protect the immigrants from 
fraud and imposition, furnish practical advice, in- 
struct them in practical essentials, acquaint them with 
the character of our institutions, induct them into 
wholesome environments, in a word, hasten their 
Americanization. It is not designed as a police sys- 
tem, Mr. Davis emiphatically states. 

That the Secretary of Labor sincerely believes in 
the need and efficiency of the proposed system is not 
to be doubted. That many an immigrant would tem- 
porarily be helped substantially by such considerate 
guardianship cannot be questioned. But of the ulti- 
mate effect of such tutelage one well may be appre- 
hensive. Granting all nobility of motive to the plan, 
our newcothers would at once be brought into imme- 
diate contact with Government paternalism. The 
impression made under such susceptible circumstances 
would almost surely be profound. The letter of the 
old Americanism might be taught, but the spirit of a 
new and different Americanism would likely be far 
more convincing. At the very outset the immigrant 
would be given an object lesson in dependence on 
Government bounty and intention which is the very 
of our conception of the relation of the 
government.
